JU F. Webb ot AmrcptaoD. V. F. 


Jaffa** and J. H. Uppwwiahl ot Ddton 
City, wen in Deeatnr to-day to make 
amncemenU tor tha burial of the late 
William A. Webb, who uta found dead 
Wednesday afternoon near hte borne at 
DaltonCity. -toe newspaper* have nub- 
liahed incorrect and aonfUoting state- 
ments IB to the manner o' the death ot 
Mr. Webb. It WM in no aonae a suicide. 
It in true that et times be w«s addicted 
to tbe me of intoxicating liquors, and 
then be would become quite ill. Mon- 
day night ha was sick. He boarded 
with Mrs. Berry. She gave him a crap ot 
coffee, but it would not remain on ids 
stomach; be threw it up. He was in a 
highly nervous state, anil called Mrs. 
Berry's attention to the irregular beating 
ot nil heart. Mr. Webb went to his 
home tor the night, and Tuesday after- 
noon he waa found dead in a small stream 
150 yards east ot the family residence. 
Investigation abowed Mr. Webb had prob- 
ably become temporarily deranged from 
nervousness while at his home, and while 
in that state he left bis home. Coming 
out or the hones he ran against a table 
on which a lamp was standing. The jar 
broke the chimney. Thera waa no other 
evidence ot disorder in the room—no 
dishes or furniture broken. The door 
was left open. The bank of the stream 
is about two feet high. It is believed 
that Mr. Webb was walking very fast or 
was on B ran when he oama to tbe stream. 
There was water about a foot deep in the 
stream, running rapidly. Webb proba- 
bly did not observe the scream in tbe 
darkness. He tell over the stream, bis 
bead Mating on tbe opposite bank out ot 
tbe water. His body and limbs were in 
the water. He waa probably knocked in- 
saneible by the fall, and being chilled by 
the water expired. He had been afflicted 
with heart trouble for a number of years. 
No one for a moment entertains the 
notion of suicide in Mr. Webb's case. It 
waa an accidental death doe to nervous 
illness. 


The deceased was 53 years of age on 


May 30. He was a son of W. R. Webb, 
who in 1860 was part owner of the old 
Ogleeby House, this oityNnow tne St. 
Nicjfclaa Hotel. Hie brother is L. F. 
Webb, of Assumption, and he has a wife 
and one son who will arrive in Decatnr 
this evening fiom Philadelphia, where 
they have been on a visit. Mr. Webb at 
the time ot his death was a druggist at 
Dalton City. In 1871 he was a grain 
dealer and dry goods merchant at that 
place, and anbseqnently was associated 
with his brother in conducting an ele- 
vator. 


The remains of the deceased will bs 


brought to Deoator on Sunday mud 
placed at test in Greenwood where the 
children ot the deceased are buried.
